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All the copy of the New York volume of Proceedings has gone to the printer 
and press work has been begun on the same. This volume will contain proceedings 
of the New York meeting and those of the Detroit meeting of the Department of 
Superintendence. We are printing more copies of the Proceedings this year, both 
magazine and volume form, than in any year in the history of the Association. 
There are more volumes than in recent years and it will be toward the end of 
March before all copies will be delivered. 

The reception of the magazine form of Proceedings which is styled, “Journal 
of the National Education Association,” has been heartier than was anticipated. 
Delays have occurred in the preparation of the material but the original schedule 
has been adhered to within at most a period of ten days for each issue, five of 
which have come from the press. This year’s Journal will contain the Proceedings 
of the New York meeting and of the Kansas City meeting of the Department of 
Superintendence. 

The Monograph on Thrift which contains the winning essays in the Thrift- 
Essay contest of last year has just come from the press and is being mailed to 
those who have already sent in orders. It contains ninety pages and sells at 25 
cents a copy. Orders will be filled by the Secretary as fast as received. 

A number of inquiries have been received by this office concerning the volumes 
of Proceedings for previous years. C. W. Bardeen, editor, “The School Bulletin,” 
Syracuse, N. Y., prepared a reprint of the proceedings for the years 1858 to 1870. 
These eleven volumes may be secured from him. The secretary can furnish back 
volumes from the year 1873 except for the years 1878 when there was no meeting, 
and for the years 1882, ’83, and ’85, the supply for which has been exhausted. The 
prices for the years prior to 1890 vary from $1 to $1.75 per volume, and for the 
years since 1890 from $1.75 to $2.

The contest decided upon by the Committee on Thrift Education for this year 
is known as a county contest. An effort is being made to secure in each county 
in the United States a contest under the direction of the county superintendent of 
schools for the purpose of determining the writer of the best essay on the subject 
of Thrift, to whom a medal will be awarded. This contest is open to all schools, 
public and private, city and rural. The county superintendents are responding 
very heartily to the request. 

In addition to the medal which will be given to the winner in each county, the 
best essay presented by a high-school pupil and the best essay presented by a 
grade-school pupil in each couny will be sent to the office of the secretary and 
cash prizes will be awarded as follows: 

To the high-school pupil in the United States writing the best essay, a prize 
of fifty dollars; to writers of the second and third best, twenty-five dollars each; 


and to the writers of the fourth, fifth, sixth, seventh, and eighth best, ten dollars | 


each. 


To the grade-school pupil in the United States writing the best essay, a prize 


of twenty-five dollars will be given; to the writer of the second best, fifteen dollars; 


to the writers of the third and fourth best, ten dollars each; and to the writers | 


of the fifth, sixth, seventh, eighth, and ninth best, five dollars each. 

No essays will be considered by the Association which do not come thru the 
county superintendents or officials in states where other educational units are used 
which correspond to them. 
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PORTLAND, JULY 7-14, 1917 


As announst in the December Bulletin, the Executive Committee agreed upon 
Portland, Ore., as the place for the summer meeting of the National Education 
Association, provided satisfactory railroad rates were granted by the Trans-Con- 
tinental Passenger Association. That Association will hold a meeting February 
20 at which time a decision will be reacht with regard to the summer rates and 
a special rate for our meeting. A definite announcement of the rate will be made 
at Kansas City. From information which has come to the Executive Committee, 
we believe that a satisfactory rate will be granted and preliminary arrangements 
are being made on that supposition. 

Mr. Pearse, Chairman of the Board of Trustees, spoke before the Oregon State 
Teachers’ Association at Portland, December 29, and conferred with the people of 
Portland concerning possible arrangements. It has been found that the week 
of July 7 to 14 will be the most satisfactory for the meeting if held at Portland. 
This will permit teachers from the Extreme East where schools do not close until 
June 29 to reach Portland in time for the meeting. It is expected that tickets will 
be placed on sale sufficiently long in advance of the meeting so that teachers whose 
schools close the week of June 22, will be able to arrange their itinerary so as to 
make several stops on the going trip. 

It is expected that the new auditorium will be completed in time for our use. 
This auditorium will seat 5500 people and will not be subject to the difficulties 
of our last two meeting places. In case it is not completed, an armory is available 
which will seat 7500 people. Hotel Multnomah will be used as headquarters, the 
mezzanine floor being given over to general headquarters and the seventh floor 
being reserved for state headquarters. The rates which have been fixt for state 
headquarter rooms are extremely favorable. 

A membership campaign will be carried on in the Northwest Territory not 
only for individual memberships as is usually done, but -for institutional member- 
ships as well. The state superintendents have endorst the proposition of attempt- 
ing to have each school district take out an institutional membership. While it is 
recognized that not all the teachers coulc be present, all could receive the benefits 
from a study of the Proceedings if the school became a member. Those of us who 
have wacht O. M. Plummer at work in connection with one of the dinners or meet- 
ings of the Department of School Administration can readily see what the school is 
up against in that section of the country that does not take out a membership on the 
first invitation. 


The Universities of Oregon, Washington, and Idaho, and the State Colleges of 
Oregon and Washington will close their summer schools for the week in order 
that the instructors and teachers in attendance may take advantage of this meet- 
ing. In our next Bulletin we shall make definite announcement with regard to 
special courses which will be offered in each of these schools this year and which 
would probably be of interest to visiting teachers from a distance. 

As soon as the question of rates is determined, the various railroads will issue 
announcements showing the scenic attractions which they offer and no section 
of our country is as rich in scenery as the northwest section. Teachers should 
plan to make the trip by one route and return by another and in that way the 
meeting should afford the greatest opportunity for securing geographical informa- 
tion first-hand which has been presented to teachers as a body in the history of 
the Association. 

President Aley is already working upon the general program and several 
of the departmental presidents report their programs nearing completion. 
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May all our members manifest the spirit shown by Superintendent A. E. Kray. 
bill, of Asbury Park, who wrote to the secretary on receipt of the decision of the 
Executive Committee, ““‘We extend congratulations to Portland and best wishes 
for a rousing meeting in 1917. Of course we are disappointed but hope that we 
may in the near future show the members of the National Education Association 
what a delightful place Asbury Park is:” If this is done, the 1917 meeting wi 
rank as one of the big meetings. 


YOU SHOULD GO! 


Where? Kansas City, Mo., February 26 to March 3. 

The pronoun “you” refers to every superintendent of schools in the United 
States, whether state, county, district, or city systems may be under your charge, 
Not only should superintendents attend the meeting, but school boards will fing 
it to their advantage if they are represented by at least one member. While it 
is true that the superintendent of schools is responsible for the educational results 
of the system over which he presides, it is also true that members of boards of 
education will serve their communities much more satisfactorily if they have at 
least studied the general problems of education, and no better facilities for ae. 
quainting oneself with the best educational thought of the day can be found than 
by attending meetings such as this. A study of the commercial exhibit which wil] 
be held in Convention Hall will be worth the expense of the trip to any board 
which sends a representative. Already a larger number of exhibitors have been 
assigned space than at any of the exhibits which we have previously held. This 
is a good place for the superintendent and the school board member to study 
school-equipment. 

An examination of the programs presented in this Bulletin shows that not only 
will superintendents and school-board members find much that will interest them, 
but supervisors, high-school teachers, grade-school teachers and kindergartners 
will all be interested in the presentation of certain phases of school work with 
which they are closely associated in addition to the general problems with which 
all have to deal. College and university professors, as well as teachers in normal 
schools have not been overlookt in the preparation of the program. YOU should 
go, therefore, if arrangements for your regular work can be made and you desire 
‘to spend a week surrounded by most helpful professional influences.

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THE N. E. A. 


This issue of the Bulletin goes to such a large number of persons who are not 
members that a revised edition of an article printed last year is reproduced as 
giving a general idea of the work of the Association. 

The National Education Association (N. E. A.) is an incorporated organization 
of teachers, others engaged in educational work, and educational institutions, its 
object and purpose being “to elevate the character and advance the interests of 
the profession of teaching, and to promote the cause of popular education in the 
United States.” It was organized in 1857 under the name “National Teachers 
Association.” 

In this organization, there are three classes of members—active, associate, 
and corresponding—whose qualifications, terms of membership, rights, and obliga- 
tions are prescribed by the Act of Incorporation and the By-laws, and are, in 
prief, as follows: 

The annual fee for active and associate members is two dollars. Active 
members, however, pay an enrolment fee the first year of two dollars, making | 
their initial payment four dollars. Institutions are listed as active members and 
may be represented at the meetings by their executive officers. Active members 
enjoy certain advantages over associate members, some of which are: Active 
members only are privileged to vote. Active members are listed in the Yearbook 
of the Association, with their educational position, titles and degrees, and year 
of enrolment. This Yearbook is publisht annually, its records are kept strictly 
up to date, and it constitutes the permanent mailing list of the Association. The 
annual volume of Proceedings, the Yearbook, the N. E. A. Bulletins, and the special 
reports, are sent free of charge to these members, who number between seven and 
eight thousand of the leading educators of the United States. 

Associate members usually retain membership for one year only. They are 
recruited annually from the vicinity of the meeting, and join the Association for 
the purpose of attending the meeting and obtaining the Proceedings thereof, to 
which they are entitled. There are between six and ten thousand such member- 
ships taken out each year, the largest number being over twenty thousand at 
Boston in 1903. 

Proceedings are now printed in two forms, magazine and volume. The 
magazine for any year contains the papers given at the summer meeting and at 
the following winter meeting. It appears ten times a year, September to June. 
The volume for any year is issued in February following the summer meeting, 
and contains the papers given at the summer meeting and at the preceding winter 
meeting. The magazine form is much more convenient for general reading 
purposes. 

Eminent educators not residing in America may be elected by the Board of 
Directors corresponding members. 

In addition to the income derived from these memberships, the N. E. A. 
enjoys an income from an invested fund, known as the “Permanent Fund,” now 
amounting to $198,000. This fund has accumulated thru a series of years and is 
carefully safeguarded under the Act of Incorporation as follows: 

“The Permanent Fund shall be in charge of the Board of Trustees, who shall 
provide for the safekeeping and investment of such fund. No part of the principal 
of such Permanent Fund shall be expended, except by a two-thirds vote of the 
active members of the Association present at any annual meeting, upon the recom- 
mendation of the Board of Trustees, after such recommendation has been approved 
by vote of the Board of Directors, and after printed notice of the proposed 
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expenditure has been mailed to all active members. The income shall be ugeg 
only to meet the cost of maintaining the organization and of publishing its annua} 
volume of Proceedings, unless the Board of Directors otherwise order.” 

In organization, the N. E. A. is essentially democratic. Its officers are g 
President, twelve Vice-Presidents, a Secretary, a Treasurer, a Board of Directors, 
an Executive Committee, and a Board cf Trustees. Of these, the President, 
Vice-Presidents, Treasurer, and Directors are chosen by the active members by 
ballot at their annual meeting, a majority of the votes cast being necessary for g 
choice. They hold office for one year. The President presides at all meetings of 
the Association, is responsible for the program of the general sessions of the 
annual meeting, and performs the duties usually devolving upon the chief execy- 
tive of such an organization. 

The Board of Directors consists of the President, the Secretary, the Treasurer, 
the chairman of the Board of Trustees, one member from each state, elected by 
the active members for a term of one year, and all life directors. This Boarg 
has charge of the general interests of the corporation, excepting those intrusted to 
the Board of Trustees. 

The Executive Committee has five members—The President, the first Vice- 
President, the Treasurer, the chairman of the Board of Trustees, and one member 
chosen annually by the Board of Directors. The Executive Committee has authority 
to represent, and to act for, the Board of Directors in the intervals between the 
meetings of that body, to the extent of carrying out the legislation adopted by the 
Board of Directors under general directions given by that Board. 

One of the duties of the Executive Committee is the recommendation of 
special committees of investigation and research. Many such committees, com- 
posed of experts in their various fields, have been financed by the N. E. A. Not 
less than 10 per cent of the income of the Association must be set aside each year 
for such educational investigations and studies. The amount spent on such com- 
mittee work now averages over four thousand dollars a year. At New York the 
appropriation totaled ten thousand dollars. These reports are far-reaching in 
their influence and constitute a valuable and authoritative body of educational 
research along lines of public and professional interest. The Report of the 
Committee of Ten on Secondary Schools, the Report of the Committee of Fifteen 
on Elementary Schools, and the Report of the Committee of Twelve on Rural 
Schools, even tho made some*years ago, are still in demand by those interested in 
educational matters. The Commission on the Reorganization of Secondary Educa- 
tion, which has been working along this line for four years, is about to present 
its final report, which, it is believed, will have a markt influence in determining 
the solution of the various problems centering around the high school. In some 
cases, the findings of these committees have been published by the United States 
Bureau of Education as special bulletins—for example, Bulletin No. 16, 1914, a 
report of 465 pages, in which is published the findings of the N. E. A. Committee 
on Teachers Salaries and Cost of Living. The Report of the Committee on Salaries, 
Tenure, and Pensions in 1905, and the Reports of the Committee on Salaries and 
Cost of Living in 1913 and 1914, have benefited more teachers financially than any 
other efforts which have been put forth in this country, their recommendations 
having been the basis of a markt increase in salary schedules. In general it 
may be said that these and other reports of the various committees appointed 
under this provision of the By-laws have proved helpful to workers in all fields 
of education, have been instrumental in bringing about desired legislation, and 
have proved a telling means of support to superintendents when pushing progres- 
sive measures in their particular localities. 
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The Board of Trustees consists of four members, elected by the Board of 
Directors for the term of four years, and the President of the Association. This 
Board has charge of the Permanent Fund and of the general financial affairs of 
the Association. It is also the duty of the Board of Trustzes to choose the 
Secretary of the Association, its only salaried officer, who is selected for a term 
of four years. 

The Act of Incorporation provides that the principal office of the corporation 
shall be in Washington, D. C., provided that the meetings of the corporation, its 
officers, committees, and departments, may be held and that its business may be 
transacted, and an office may be maintained elsewhere as may be determined by 
the Board of Directors. Such an office, in charge of Secretary Durand W. Springer, 
is maintained at Ann Arbor, Mich. The business of the Association is carried on 
from this office and all its publications are issued therefrom. 

The N. E. A. has twenty-one departments covering every phase of educational 
activity. These departments have their own officers and meet at the time of the 
annual meeting of the general body to discuss question pertaining to their 
respective fields. The president of each department is responsible for its program. 

The Association has two meetings each year. The annual meeting takes place 
in July at a time and place chosen by the Executive Committee after a recom- 
mendation by the Board of Directors made at their annual business meeting. 
General sessions are held daily and the meeting usually lasts one week. The 
midwinter meeting of the Association is held in February under the auspices of 
the Department of Superintendence, the largest department of the organization. 
The addresses given at these meetings and at the meetings of the various depart- 
ments constitute the annual Proceedings of the Association, the price of which 
is two dollars. These meetings and those of the many affiliated organizations 
meeting at the same time are great “get-together” times of inspiration and sup- 
port to thousands of men and women in educational work. 

The Association has recently been able to conduct essay ccatests which have 
provokt much interest. Two years ago a thousand-dollar prize was awarded to 
the writer of the best essay on “The Place of Religion in Education.” Last year 
two sets of prizes were awarded for essays on “Thrift,” one set went to the 
writers of the best essays from public-school contestants and the other to the 
writers of the best essays from adult contestants. This year, there is being con- 
ducted a contest among classes in normal schools and departments of education 
in colleges and universities, wherein prizes will be awarded for the best composite 
study on: “The Supreme Object of Education Should Be to Make the Next Gen- 
eration Better than the Living Generation.’”’ Another county unit “Thrift” con- 
test is also being conducted. 

Three years ago the N. E. A. Bulletin was establisht as a means of com- 
municating more often with the membership concerning matters of interest to 
the Association. It has been found to be of considerable value and seven num- 
bers are issued each year. 

Every teacher who is interested in the advancement of the profession must 
necessarily be interested in the welfare of the associations or organizations having 
as their purpose the building up of the profession. Every teacher should carry 
amembership in the local teachers’ organization, the state teachers’ organization, 
the national teachers’ organization, and the organization representing the particu- 
lar phase of educational work in which he or she may be interested. Each has a 
distinct purpose; each can accomplish for the profession some things which the 
others cannot; and each will bring to the individual member benefits different 
from those derived from the others.
